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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. Claims 1-40 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. Applicants arguments filed on 6/28/2004 are persuasive. With regard to claim 1, the 
distinction of the Applicants language citing said first inspection circuit being constructed to be 
separated from said display circuit is not taught or properly suggested by the prior art of record. 
Aoki et al. merely teaches of two distinct sections, a display and inspection portion being in 
separate locations but fails to suggest they are constructed to be cut. The Examiner reads said 
claim language in view of the remarks furthered by the applicant filed on 6/28/2004 wherein the 
applicant states "The first inspection circuit 101 is constructed to be separated from the display 
circuit 103 at a cutting line 121. After the inspection, the first inspection circuit 101 is cut from 
the display circuit 102 at the cutting line 121." The Examiner reads the constructed to be 
separated language in this light. With regard to claim 16, the distinction of the Applicants 
language citing a bidirectional switch connected to the common inspection input/output terminal 
is not taught or properly suggested by the prior art of record. With regard to claim 28, the' 
distinction of the Applicants language citing the second inspection circuit having a third analog 
switch, and one end of the third analog switch is connected to the other end of said data line and 
another end is connected to said inspection voltage input and/or output terminal is not taught or 
properly suggested by the prior art of record. Further, the language of claim 28 citing said first 
inspection circuit being separable from said display circuit is interpreted as having the same 
meaning as found in the modified claim 1, wherein the inspection circuit is cut from the display 
at a cutting line. These features in combination with the remaining claims language are not 
taught or suggested by the art of record. For these reasons claims 1-40 are therefore allowed 
over the prior art of record.
